Intercivic League of Palm Beach County. We regret very much 

to learn of the apparent misunderstanding which is present among 
the Negro citizens in Palm Beach County. 


Roosevelt Junior College is a legally established college approv- 
ed by the State Board of Education upon request by the Palm Beach 
County Board of Public Instruction. The college is designed to 
provide educational opportunities at the post high school level 
for many youth and adults who would not otherwise have such oppor~ 
tunities. 


The State Department of Education stands ready to be of service in 
helping this to develop into a successful and useful college. The 
early success of Gibbs Junior College in Pinellas County and the _ 
interest shown by Negro citizens in other parts of Florida clearly 
show that there is a need for this level of education, not only in 
Palm Beach County but in other parts of the state. We feel sure 
that the Roosevelt Junior College will perform a necessary and 
valuable service in Palm Beach County.

RESOLUTION 


Whereas, the Constitution of the United States of America was created to 
protect the liberty and justice of the citizens thereof: 


Whereas, all men are equal before God and the Law: 


Whereas, this Country has fought three recent wars to uphold the dignity 
of the individual and to insure justice and equality of all men: 


Whereas, many Americans, white and black alike have died to maintain these 
principles: 


Whereas, Christian percepts of brotherhood and Democratic principles of 
government are contrary to Racial prejudice and Segregation of man on the basis 
of biological appearance of Racial Heritage: 


Whereas, segregation of students on Racial grounds deprives them of equal 
education and caste the segregated in a role of inferiority: 


Whereas, the Supreme Law of the Land holds that to Segregate a student on 
a basis of Race is to deny him his constitutional rights: 


Whereas, the establishment of a junior college for Negroes would violate 
the principles of Christianity, the Constitution of the United States, and expose 
students attending, to an inferior education: 


Whereas, there is already available a public junior college in Palm Beach 
County and whereas it would be foolhardy to establish another in order to circum- 
vent the Law, flount the Constitution and to maintain segregation. 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: 


That we the undersigned Negro citizens and organization DO HEREBY CONDEMN 
the Negro Advisory Committee as traitors to the Negro and to the cause of Democracy 
and Education, Protest the establishment of a junior college for Negroes in Palm 
Beach County, Florida, REQUEST the Board of Education of the State of Florida and 
the Board of Public Instruction of Palm Beach County, Florida to rescind their 
improvident action in approving and proposing such a college for Negroes, and 
DEMAND immediate admittance of Negro students to the existing junior college 
located in John Prince Park, Palm Beach County.
